Lighthouses indeed they were, 
these men of faith who illuminat- 
ed the darkest periods of Old 
Testament history, from the time 
of the Judges to the great Refor- 
mation under Samuel. Sad as was 
the story of the Wilderness when 
Israel wandered for forty years, 
it was not half so sad as the de- 
clension after Joshua’s conquest 
of Canaan and the glorious in- 
heritance of the Land of Promise, 
which was not for forty, but for 
four hundred years. 

But the lighthouse is not kin- 
died for placid seas and sunlit 
skies, but for starless nights and 
raging storms. And so these trou- 
blous times brought out the high- 
est and noblest types of faith and 
character in all the story of the 
past. In like manner it will be 
found that in our own experience 
faith is born not of favorable cir- 
cumstances and comfortable sur- 
roundings, but of deep afflictions, 
temptations, and sorrows. 


Out of this humiliating chapter 
of Israel’s history, the apostle se- 
lects half a dozen unique exam- 
ples of the highest faith and the 
noblest achievement. Each is a 
distinct type, and all together 
form a third series and reach a 
still higher climax. 


I. Gideon; or Faith Finding 
Strength through Weakness

Not to be filled with the Holy Spirit, 
not to be endued with power from on high, is to miss the 
highest good, fail to claim the highest blessing offered to 
every child of God. Every Christian may have the fullness of 
the Holy Spirit, a definite experience besides regeneration, 
‘a definite experience of which one may and ought to know 
whether he has received it or not,” as Dr. R. A, Torrey says 
in What the Bible Teaches. And this fullness of the Holy 


Spirit is connected with and primarily for the purpose of ser- |: 


vice to God, soul-winning witnessing. 


In another chapter we have 
talked about the usual work of the 
Holy Spirit, the work which He 
does for every Christian. The 
Holy Spirit has regenerated every 
one who is a child of God, dwells 
in the body of every Christian 
and to some degree He comforts 
and instructs and helps the Chris- 
tian to pray and to grow in Chris- 
tian graces. Since all of this is 
done, in some measure, fer every 
child of God, we speak of it as 
the usual and ordinary work of the 
Holy Spirit. 

But that does not mean that 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit, 
the extraordinary and miraculous 
work of the Spirit in empowering 
a Christian for- witnessing, is not 
also possible for every Christian. 


Not every Christian does win 
souls, but every Christian could. 
Not every Christian does have 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit, 
but every Christian should have 


the fullness of the Holy Spirit. |; 
Not every Christian does have 


the manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit in his life, but I Corinthians 
12:7 says, “But the manifestation 
of the Spirit is given to every 
man to profit withal.” 


May the Spirit of God move on 


the heart of every one who reads |; 


this until he shall see that to go 
on day by day without the full- 
ness of the Spirit of God is a 
tragedy unspeakable, an unneces- 
sary tragedy, even disobedience 
and sin, because God _ intends 


every Christian to be filled with 
the Holy Spirit. 

That the power of Pentecost is 
for every Christian is made clear; 
first, by the promises which are 
to all alike; second, by the New 
Testament examples; third, the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit in 
every Christian makes the endue- 
ment for service logical for every 
Christian; fourth, by the fact that 
the soul-winning task demands 
supernatural power; and, fifth,

The Door, which is Jesus Christ, 
is indeed an ancient Door. St. 
sJernard of Clairvaux, who lived 
in the twelfth century, in honor 
of that ancient Door wrote: “O 
Sacred Head, now wounded.” Dr. 
Philip Schaff (1819-1893), com- 
menting upon this hymn said: 
“The cross shows its imperishable 
vitality by passing from Latin

German 
hymnist, and Dr. Alexander, a 
Presbyterian minister. Yes indeed,

of Glory died “towers o’er the 
wrecks of time.” 

But the cross goes beyond the 
twelfth century. Indeed, it goes 
beyond the time when the Roman 
soldiers nailed two pieces of wood 
together on Calvary. Seven hun- 
dred years before that event, the 
Prophet Isaiah wrote, “He was 
wounded for our transgressions, he 
was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with His stripes 
we are healed” (Isa. 53:5). But 
the cross is older even than Isaiah. 
We can go back to the days of 
Moses, seven centuries’ before 
Isaiah’s time, fourteen hundred 
years before Jesus Christ walked 
the earth. At that time each 
Hebrew family killed a lamb, the 
blood of which was to be splat- 
tered upon the door-posts. This 
was done to save the first-born in 
each Hebrew family, but the sacri- 
fice pointed to our great Passover, 
the Lamb of God. But even before

While it seems incredible that 
a man would pay such a high 
price—although admittedly invol- 
untarily—for a parking place, 
men are selling their souls for 
comparative trifles every day. 
How ridiculous are the reasons 
for turning down the salvation 
provided in Jesus Christ—yet how 
many go on, day after day, seek- 
ing the triviality of sin in prefer- 
ence to the inestimable values of 
salvation.

SUMMER FRUIT 


As far as I’m concerned, sum- 
mer is really here when I taste 
that first batch of rhubarb sauce 
—pink and tart and wonderfully 
delicious. From then on I can 
hardly wait for all the other 
fruits and vegetables that sum- 
mer _ brings—zuchinni squash, 
garden tomatoes, tender sweet 
corn right from the field, straw- 
berries, melons, green beans and 
fresh asparagus. I am not one 
to turn up my nose at the amaz- 
ing array of frozen foods one can 
buy at the grocery store, but I'll 
have to admit that nothing from 
a frozen food locker can taste 
quite so good as the fruits and 
vegetables fresh out of a summer 
garden. My mouth waters at the 
thought! 


Since we are to be away from 
home all summer long we didn’t 
put in a garden. However, I do 
have one little strawberry patch 
which is doing beautifully. Last 
year the birds beat me to every 
Single ripe red berry and I had 
determined that this year I would 
get the best of them. I have 
strung up bits of shiny aluminum 
over the plants so that the tinkle 
and the shimmer will scare them 
away, and so far I’ve got them 
fooled. How much fun it has been 
to bring in a big handful of straw- 
berries every day! 

At our house, we have a special 
fancy for fresh tomatoes—es- 
pecially the meaty,  beefsteak 
variety. One year I was so hungry 
for them I decided I was really 
going to eat my fill. I almost 
hoped I would get just a little bit 
tired of them so that when fall 
came, * wouldn’t mind so much 
not having them. We ate them in 
salads, put them ‘in sandwiches, 
stewed them and stuffed them 
with cottage cheese. (Really, 
though, tomatoes taste best when 
eaten warm right from the garden 
with a salt shaker nearby!) That 
summer we had tomatoes at our 
house for nearly every meal and 
often for snacks in between. But 
even with all that indulging, I 
felt a pang of regret when the 
first frost brought an end to the 
summer crop. 

Every season, of course, has its 
own store of special delicacies and 
treats. In the fall we have crisp 
new apples and squash and 
pumpkin. In the winter there are 
wonderful citrus fruits. In the 
spring there are a few early ber- 
ries and fruits and then we begin 


at 


the round of seasons all over 
again. We always feel a little bad 
when one type of food is out of 
season but our loving Heavenly 
Father always sees to it that there 
is something else good to take 
its place. 


Some of you are probably fa- 
miliar with the old hymn which 
says: 


“Thy Word is like a garden, 
Lord, with flowers bright and 
fair 

And every one who seeks may 
pluck a lovely cluster there.” 


It is true that many parts of the 
Bible are fragrant and beautiful 
as flowers, but I take a great deal 
of delight in picturing it rather 
as an inexhaustible fruit and 
vegetable garden. Flowers are to 
be looked at, smelled and admired 
—but their usefulness ends there. 
Food is to be enjoyed not merely 
for its beauty and fragrance, but 
especially because it pleases the 
taste and satisfies the appetite, 
When the spiritual appitite has not 
been, spoiled by indulgence in the 
wrong kind of food, the Word of 
God supplies all kinds of rich and 
sweet morsels to satisfy every 
taste and every possible kind of 
heart hunger. 

Most blessed fact of all—the 
Word of God has no_ seasons, 
Whether the heart is wrapped in 
the cold of winter or is warm 
with the sunshine of summer, the 
Bible is always at the peak of 
season. There is no frost to cut 
off a perfect summer crop and 
there is no such thing as the 
end of the harvest. The more tha 
fruit is plucked, the more abund- 
antly it grows. The quality of the 
fruit is never damaged by the hail- 
storms of skeptics or by thd 
worms of apostasy. There is al- 
ways food—sufficient for every 
appetite, varied for every taste 
—just for the taking. °

this, indeed four hundred years 
before, we see the cross lifting 
its stark form before Abraham. 
We read about Abraham offering 
his son Isaac; even though Isaac’s 
blood was spared, the blood of an 
innocent animal was taken. It all 
points up the death of Christ on 
Calvary. We recall the words of 
Jesus, “Before Abraham was, I 
am.” 


Yes, Jesus Christ is indeed an 
ancient Door, Early in the pages 
of Genesis, following the story 
of the Fall, the sacred writer, 
looking forward to the Christ, 
writes: “I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between 
thy seed and her seed; it shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise his heel” (Gen. 3:15). Yes, 
it can be said upon the authority 
of the Word of God, He was “the 
Lamb slain from the foundation 
of the world’ (Rev. 13:8). 

Though empires rise and fall, 
air forces clash, and hydrogen 
bombs wipe out western civiliza- 
tion as we have known it, the 
eternal Christ will still endure. A 
hundred or a thousand years from 
now, and on to the end of time, 
there will be maintained a Chris- 
tian fellowship who will meet to- 
gether for the worship and service 
of God, as He has revealed Him- 
self in Jesus Christ. 


II. It Is a Narrow Door 


“Strait is the gate ... narrow 
is the way which leadeth unto 
life’ (Matt. 7:14). These words 
find their fulfillment in the Lord 
Jesus. Always the way to the 
best makes high requirements. 

I well remember, when I studied 
at Gettysburg College, I had a de- 
cided dislike for mathematics. I 
dropped the subject in my Sopho- 
more year. However, it was a re- 
quirement that I must satisfac- 
torily complete that course to 
graduate. Nothing was said about 
it until two months before I was 
to graduate. I was advised that 
unless I completed that subject I 
would not be awarded my diploma. 
I took it up with the faculty, peti- 
tioning them that they allow me to 
take another subject in its stead. 
But it was no use.. They were 
adamantine in this requirement. 
I had to get a special tutor, and 
in the few months remaining I 
had to dig deep in order to meet 
that requirement. I’m glad I did, 
and I’m glad that the faculty at 
Gettysburg were insistent. 

The Door, which is Jesus Christ, 
is a narrow Door. You can’t drag 
through a whole lot of unnecessary 
baggage. 

I remember reading of a young 
man who went to his pastor and 
asked, “If. I accept Jesus Christ 
as my Saviour, do I have to give 
up my friends?” 

“No,” the pastor replied, “you 
won't have to give them up, but 
if you are a true follower of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, any who do not 
want to walk that way with you 
will give you up.” 

It is just as true with habits 
and practices that are not in Keep- 
ing with your Christian profes- 
sion. They too must go by the 
board. The words of the Apostle 
Paul are pertinent, “Be not con- 
formed to this world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of 
your mind, that ye may prove 
what is that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect, will of God” (Rom. 
42:2). 

But what you give up to ac- 
cept Him in no wise compares 
with what you give up through 
your failure to take your stand 
by the side of your Redeemer 
and Lord. Failure to do so means 
that you surrender peace, joy, and 
Heaven. And it can be said that 
the severity of the demands of our 
religion lend it greater attractive- 
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ness. Men do not long care for 
an easy religion. Mush and milk 
are all right on a kitchen table, 
but they are no good in dealing 
with sinners. Sometimes the ques- 
tion is asked, “Why did Christ 
have to die? Why could not God 
forgive a man upon repentance?” 
The answer is simple enough— 
easy forgiveness means easy 
transgression. 


When the hostler boy of Dr. 
Edward Everett Hale stole from 
him, he let him go to jail, con- 
trary to all expectations. Then 
Dr. Hale called on him, and 
led him through suffering and 
humiliation to better living. I re- 
member the words of George Mac- 
Donald, “How many people would 
like to be good, if only they might 
be good without taking trouble 
about it. They do not like good- 
ness well enough to hunger and 
thirst after it, or to sell all they 
have that they may buy. it. They 
will not batter at the gate of the 
kingdom of heaven, but they look 
with pleasure on this or that aerial 
castle of righteousness, and think 
it would be rather nice to live in 
it,” 


Ill. It Is a Plain Door 

Some doors are ornate and 
beautiful. I am told that the 
bronze doors of the Baptistry in 
Florence, Italy, are out of this 
world.” In contrast, the Door, that 
is Christ, is a very plain Door. 
How simple is the gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He says, “I am 
the door of the sheep.” And peo- 
ple become Christians, not by re- 
citing r*tuals, subscribing to dog- 
mas, or joining churches. Listen! 
“As many as received him, to them 
gave he power to become the sons 
of God, ‘even to them that believe 
on his Name” (John 1:12). “For 
(sod so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life’ (John 3:16)“Believe on the 
Lord Jesus-Chirist_ and thou shalt 
be saved” (Acts 16:31). 

Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, in one 
of his addresses, told of a conver- 
sation he once had with George 
Adams Smith. Mr. Smith, travel- 
ing in Syria, came upon a sheep- 
fold one evening when the shep- 
herd was driving in his flock for 
the night. The fold was an en- 
closing wall, with a single opening 
through which the sheep passed. 
However, there was no evidence 
of door or gate. He asked the 
shepherd whether there were any 
wild beasts to fear. The shepherd 
told him he had to guard con- 
stantly against them. “Doesn't 
this fold afford poor protection 
against them?” 

“No.” 

“But there is no door to shut 
out dangerous enemies?” 

“Oh,” said the shepherd, 
the door.” 

“What do you mean by that?” 

“T mean this: When my sheep 
are in for the night, I lie down 
in the open space, and no sheep 
goes out except over my prostrate 
body, and no wolf can enter with- 
out first passing me.” 

What protection there is for us, 
the sheep of His flock, when we 
have entered in through the Door, 
which is Christ. 

A missionary on a hospital visit 
stopped at the bed of a Japanese. 
His English was terribly broken, 
and it was hard to carry on a con- 
versation with him. At the men- 
tion of the word “God,” he uttered 
some partial sentences that gave 
the missionary to understand that 
his Shinto religion was not satis- 
factory. The word “sacrifice” was 
mentioned. The Japanese knew 
what the word meant. He had 
heard of Jesus, and the mission- 
ary explained that Jesus was our 
sacrifice for sin. His old religion 
had equipped him to understand 
the idea of a sacrifice for sin. The 
missionary’s problem then was to 
impress on him that Jesus was 
the sacrifice for his sin. The Jap- 
anese said he had seen a picture of 
Jesus, and when asked where, he 
replied, “On a bus.” After a few 
more words of description, the 
missionary decided he had seen 
Warner Sallman’s “Christ at the

The missionary telling the story 
said: “You should have seen his 
face when I said, “That door... 
your heart.’” Tapping him on the 
heart, the missionary followed 
4| with, “You pray—you tell Him— 

in.” Before the missionary 
had bowed his head, he heard the 
Japanese shout, “My God! My 


God! I open door. You come in.” 
The tears ran down his cheeks. 
His eyes glowed. 

Yes, we enter by simple faith 
in Him (Rom. 3:25; Rom, 4:3-5; 
Eph. 2:8; Acts 13:38, 39). Dr. H. 
A. Ironside, in his Lectures on 
Acts, recalls the story his mother 
told when his own dear father 
was dying. The mother said “Your 
father had this passage running 
through his mind. He kept repeat- 
ing it constantly. ‘A great sheet, 
and wild beasts, and—and....’ 
He could not seem to get the next 
word, but went back and started 
over, and once more came to that 
same place. A friend bent over and 
whispered, ‘John, it says creep- 
ing things.’ ‘Oh, yes,’ he said, 
‘that is how I got in, just a poor, 
good-for-nothing creeping thing, 
but I got in—saved by grace.’” 

No matter how low and vile or 
utterly useless and corrupt or 
unclean, the soul that trusts Jesus 
is in the sheet let down from 
Heaven, and will have a place in 
Glory bye and bye. 

When I came before the Exam- 
ining Committee, prior to my or- 
dination, Dr. S. W. Herman of 


Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, asked 
this question, “Hagedorn, if you 
were called to a hospital, to the 


bedside of a dying man, 
had only two minutes 
him for death, what would you 
tell him?” I must admit that I 
was somewhat stumped at the 
time, but in later years I think I 
could tell him in ten seconds, Dr. 
Charles Haddon Spurgeon boiled 


and you 
to prepare 


it down to five words, “Jesus 
Christ died for me.” And the 
acceptance of that truth is the 
plain, simple acceptance of the 
Gospel. Yes, the Door, which is 
Christ, is a very plain Door. 


IV. It Is a Blood-Sprinkled 
Door 
when a young man, 
already one of the best 
and most intelligent of 
his day, was in utter darkness 
as to the way of salvation; dis- 
tressed and alarmed on account of 
his sin, yet he knew not that he 
could come to Christ for pardon, 
nor how to come. He commenced 
to torment himself by penance 
to labor, fast, and pray, after the 
papal plan, and do all sorts of 
works. Yet peace did not come. 
He entered a monastery, to be 
shut out from the world entirely, 
and mast zealously and conscienti- 
ously devoted himself to all its 
rules and duties. Sometimes, for 
many days, eating almost nothing, 
lying on the hard floor of his cell, 
agonizing and struggling day and 
night to obtain the foregiveness 
of his sins, until he came very 
close to destroying his own life. An 
understanding brother monk said 


Luther, 
though 
educated 


to him, “Martin, begin with the 
wounds of Christ.” What a grand| 
deliverance did God grant him! 
When afterward he was led to 
trust in Christ by faith, and ‘be- 
ing justified by faith, to have 
peace with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ,’ he came clearly 
and fully into the light on this 
great subject. But he had to be- 
gin with the wounds of Christ. 

I am always impressed in ob- 
serving how many will recoil from 


the mention of blood when the 


matter of their soul salvation is 
concerned, who yet will be 
for the blood transfusions when 
the need becomes apparent for 
the saving of their bodies. John, 
in the book of The Revelation, 
asks: “What-are these which are 
arrayed in white robes? and 
whence came they?” He received 
the answer, “These are they which 
came out of great tribulation, and 
have washed their robes, and 
made them white in the blood of 
the Lamb” (Rev. 7:13, 14). 

In my early ministry I visited 
an old Civil War veteran, Jacob 


Sembach. I administered to him 
the Holy Communion. Always, 
after he had received the Sacra- 
ment, he would point to a picture 
of the Crucifixion, which hung 
over his bed, and placing his 
finger upon the center cross he 
would say over and over again 
“He died for me.” The old hymn 


expresses. it 


Not all the blood of beasts 
On Jewish altars slain, 

Could give the guilty conscience peace 
Or wosh away the stain. 


Only the blood-sprinkled Door, 
which is Christ, can suffice. No 
sacrifice, no pilgrimage, no pray- 
ers, no altars, no temples can 
accomplish it, because they al) 
either originated in or were prac- 
ticed and promoted by a bankrupt 


humanity. A bankrupt can not 
pay his debts; a sick man can’t 
heal himself; a wrecked engine 


can't put itself back on the track. 


There must be, and there is, a 
higher power and a better way. 
That higher power and _ better 
way is in the vicarious death of 
Jesus Christ, the God-man 
Every one of us needs to enter 
in through the _ blood-sprinkled 
Door, if we i desire salvation

“God is no respecter of persons” 
(Acts 10:34). In an _ English 
churchyard is an inscription on 
the gravestone of a woman who 
lived in the eighteenth century.

Many trails go part 
way. Only one arrives. One of our 
great evangelists has said, “You 
can die and go to Heaven without 
health, without wealth, without 
fame or honor, but you can’t die 
and go to Heaven without Jesus 
Christ.” 

Years ago I remember going to 
see a man who was thought to be 
dying of pneumonia. I thought I 
should say something to him that 
would get his mind off of himself. 
I began talking to him about the 
latest book of fiction. Receiving no 
response, I referred to the upturn 
in business, and there was still 
no response. I talked to him about 
the latest news in the field of 
politics. It was no go. He finally 
looked up toward me and said, 
“Pastor, I am not interested now 
in literature, or business, or poli- 
tics; tell me about Jesus.” 


Larry taught me a lesson that 
I have never forgotten. When a 
man stands face to face with 
death, there is nothing that he 
needs so much as Jesus Christ. He 
is indeed the only Door. There is 
only one right way into the house, 
and that is through the door. 
And there is only one right way 
to Heaven, and that is through 
Jesus Christ. 


You can still see on the door 
of Durham Cathedral in England 
the sanctuary knocker. It is a 
ponderous lion-head of bronze, and 
the medieval fugitive who struck 
it on the stout, oak doors could 
claim the ancient and holy right 
of sanctuary. In the case of Jesus 
Christ, who is the Door, we need 
but look unto Him in repentance 
and faith, and He receives us. My, 
oh my, what a wonderful Saviour! 


VI. It Is An Open Door 


Thank God that the Door, which 
is Christ, is an open Door. How 
eloquently Dr. Charles H. Spur- 
geon called unto men, “Come, ye 
penniless sinners, come and re- 
ceive the bounty of Heaven. Come, 
ye who mourn your want of peni- 
tence, come and receive repent- 
ance and every other heavenly 
gift from Him who is the sin- 
ners’ friend, exalted on high to 
give repentance and remission of 
sins. But you must come empty- 
handed, and sue, as the lawyers 
say, informa pauperis, for in no 
other form will the Lord give ear 
to you.” 

A woman who was speaking 
enthusiastically of a certain bath 
establishment, which was not open 
to the public but which received 
people only when sent there by 
physicians, explained, “You’ve got 
to have something the matter with 
you to get in.” That is precisely 
the condition of entrance into the 
healing and joys of life in 
Christ. Dr. G. Cambell Mor- 
gan said that at aé_— great 
meeting in Manchester, England, 
Holman Hunt’s beautiful picture 
of “Christ Knocking at the Door” 
was thrown upon the screen. “Why 
don’t they let Him in?” a twelve- 
year-old boy excitedly asked his 
father. 


“T suppose they don’t want to,” 
his father answered, but that did 
not satisfy the boy. 


“Oh, no, it can’t be that. Any- 
one would want to let Him in,” 
he said, and then he added, “Oh, 
it’s because they’re living in the 
cellar.” 

And you know that is just about 
the only reason why people do 
not let Christ in. They are living 
in the cellar of their lives. Jesus 
said: “This is the condemnation, 


that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds 
were evil” (John 3:19). 


The door stands for hospitality. 
It is so good when one has been 
out in the cold and darkness to 
enter the door, assured of welcome 
in advance, and to stand within 
the family circle, sensing the 
warmth and cordiality. A small 
boy who had done something 
wrong and who found himself 
amid a room full of elders, all so 
stern-visaged, looked at his nurse 
and then at his relatives, one 
after the other, with a_ tear- 
stained face, penitently appealing 
for some understanding. Failing 
to find such, he burst into a fur- 
ther flood of tears, and asked, 
“Oh, won’t somebody forgive me?” 


Everyone of us has the assur- 
ance of forgiveness from the 
Christ, if we turn to Him in true 
repentance and in sincere faith. 
How beautifully the assurance is 
given in God’s Holy Word, “Him 
that cometh unto me I will in 
no wise cast out.”” A woman’s fa- 
ther was fatally ill, and as she 
watched the precious life ebbing 
away, she was overcome with re- 
morse at the thought that she 
had so often grieved that loving 
heart with her careless ingratitude 
and thoughtless disobedience. 
Penitently she begged his forgive- 
ness for her wrongdoing in the 
past. With a look of ineffable love 
in his pain-dimmed eyes, he said: 
“T can’t remember that you ever 
did anything wrong.” True, she 
had expected instant forgiveness, 
but was not prepared for the full 
measure of pardon which she re- 
ceived. Her father could not re- 
member her wrongs because of his 
great love for her. 


How like that is our Christ! “I 
will be merciful to their unright- 
eousness, and their sins and their 
iniquities will I remember no 
more” (Heb. 8:12). 


“Behold, what manner of love 
the Father hath bestowed upon us, 
that we should be called the sons 
of God” (I John 3:1). Christ’s 
sacrifice was prompted by a love 
that could give no reason except 
love. 


When Mr. Gladstone announced 
in the House of Commons the 
death of Princess Alice, he had 
a bit to add that has in it the 
deepest eloquence. Her little child 
was ill with diphtheria, and the 
mother was forbidden by the 
physician to kiss it, because of the 
almost certain danger of con- 
tracting the disease from its 
breath. In one of the child’s parox- 
ysms of delirium, the mother was 
so distressed that she took the 
little one in her arms and soothed 
it gently into quietness until rea- 
son returned. Then the little face 
looked up with a smile, and the 
child cried, “Mama, kiss me.” 
It was too much for the mother’s 
heart. Without stopping to think, 
she pressed the little one to her 
bosom, and kissed the upturned 
lips. But it was the kiss of death. 
And before many days had passed 
the child was well, but the moth- 
er lay cold and pale in her splen- 
did shroud. She had given her life 
with an impulse of love. 


One likes to think that the great 
true heart of Chirst loved us just 
like that. He disregarded the cost 
—just loved and died. 


John McNeill startled his audi- 
ence when he said, in the course 
of his sermon, that he thought 
Barabbas had the best idea of 
the atonement of Jesus Christ. 

“You will remember that he 
should have been crucified and 
Jesus released. But the- order was 
exactly reversed. The door of the 
prison swings open, and Barabbas 
is free. And as he comes into 
the light of day, he notes that all 
the people seem to be hurrying 
in one direction. He hears that 
Jesus of Nazareth is to be cruci- 
fied. He stops a moment to think, 
and then he exclaims, ‘Why, that 
is the man who is dying in my 
stead! I will go and see Him.’ 

“He pushes his way out through 
the gate of the city, and up the 
hillside, until he reaches the surg- 
ing mob about the cross. He 
stands in the outer circle a mo- 
ment, and then pushes his way 
into the very inner circle and 
stands so near that he can reach 
out his hand and touch the dying 
Saviour, and I can hear him say, 
‘I do not know who you are, but 
I know that you are there 
in my _ stead.”’” “And,” said 
John McNeill, “until you can 
give a better theory of

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the atonement, take that of Bar- 
abbas—Christ, your’ substitute, 
dying in your place.” 

There is an awful aspect that 
has to be considered. Jesus says, 
“Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, 
and open the door, I will come in 
to him, and will sup with him, 
and he with me” (Rev. 3:20). 
Think of it! Any human, locking 
God out! For the One who stands 
knocking is the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Wonderful, Counselor, the Mighty 
God, the Everlasting Father, the 
Prince of Peace, of the increase 
of whose Government there shall 
be no end. The One who stands 
waiting for man’s decision is the 
One unto whom all power has been 
given, in Heaven and on earth; 
the One whom John saw standing 
in the midst of the seven golden 
candlesticks, with the seven stars 
in his hand; the One before whom 
every creature which is in Heaven 
and on earth and under the earth 
and such as are in the sea, fall 
down and worship; the One whose 
name is above every name; the 
One who, mounted on the white 
horse, leads the armies of Heaven 
to victory over Satan; the One 
who is the Alpha and the Omega, 
the King of kings and the Lord 
of lords. Yet there He stands, lov- 
ing, patient, knocking at the door 
of the sinner’s heart. There is 
nothing more wonderful in all holy 
Scripture than this: Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God, knocking at the 
door of a sinner’s heart. 


How can you, how dare you, 
keep Him waiting there? “Lift 
up your heads, O ye gates; and 
be ye lift up, ye everlasting doors; 
and the King of glory shall come 
in.” There is a familiar saying 
that an Englishman’s house is his 
castle, and even the king has no 
right to enter it until he is asked 
to come in. Christ stands at the 
door of the human heart, and 
asks your permission to enter. 


Have you ever received the Lord 
Jesus Christ as your personal 
Saviour? Now is the accepted 
time—not next year, or next week, 
nor tomorrow, nor later today, 
but this very moment. 

Will you bid Him enter? I hope 
and pray so. Do not make the 
Christ, the Son of God, to remairm 
standing on the doorstep. Now is 
the time, this very moment. Sur- 
render yourself to Him who 
bought you with His own precious 
blood. Do not delay. Make this 
moment the moment of your de- 
cision. 


There is a door, and only one, 
And yet the sides are two;

Enter the Door Today 


Yes, Jesus is the Door to Heav- 
en. You have read the above ser-| 
mon by the fine Lutheran pastor.

because the Word of God clearly 
commands Christian to be filled 
with the Holy Spirit. 


I. The Bible Plainly Promises 
the Fullness of the Holy 
Spirit to Every 
Christian 

We are not left to doubt or 
wonder about whether’ every 
Christian may have the fullness 
of the Holy Spirit or not. Sev- 
eral Scriptures expressly declare 
that the blessing of Pentecost, 
the enduement of power from on 
high, is for every Christian. 


1. In Luke 11:18 Jesus Says That 
the Heavenly Father Gives 
the Holy Spirit to Them 
That Ask Him 


Listen to this remarkable prom- 
ise: “If ye then, being evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more. shall 
your heavenly Father give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask 
him?”—Luke 11:13. 

This promise is introduced by 
the parable of the man who came 
to his friend’s door at midnight 
© -ying, “Friend, lend me three 
loaves; For a friend of mine in 
his journey is come to me, and I 
have nothing to set before him.” 
The neighbor stands and knocks 
at the door, pleading for bread 
for a friend. And that pictures a 
Christian longing for power to win 
souls, longing for power to witness 
effectively to those dear to him. 

Here Jesus promises that the 
Father gives the Holy Spirit in 
soul-winning power to them that 
ask Him. “Them” is an indefinite 
third person plural pronoun which 
certainly means anybody. Any- 
body who beseeches God, who 
keeps on pleading with the Heav- 
enly Father, is certainly promised 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit. 


2. The Holy Spirit in Power Is 
Promised to Them That 
Obey God 
Peter, preaching at Jerusalem 
soon after Pentecost, said to his 
hearers, ““And we are his witnesses 
of these things; and so is also 
the Holy Ghost, whom God hath 
given to them that obey him.’— 

Acts 5:32. 

Peter was giad to stand there 
before Jewish rulers and witness. 
The Holy Spirit gave Him power. 
And the same Holy Spirit spoke 
to the hearts of the wicked men 
who had crucified the Saviour. 
The Holy Spirit, to give people 
power so they can witness for 
Him and win souls, is given by 
the Father to every one who 
obeys Him. It refers here to the 
Obedience of soul winning, par- 
ticularly, as we will discuss else- 
where. But the phrase, “them 
that obey him,” certainly refers 
to any Christian who sets out to 
follow perfectly the will of God 
for his life and to do his part to 
win souls. Every Christian who 
obeys God can have the fullness 
of the Holy Spirit! 


3. Acts 2:38, 39 Plainly Says 
That the Promise of the Full- 
ness of the Holy Spirit is 
for Every One Who Will 
Ever Be Saved 

A wonderful promise ts given 
us in Acts 2:38, 39: 

Then Peter said unto them, Re- 
pent, and be baptized every one 
of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. For the promise 
is unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God 
shall call.” 


These convicted men of Israel 
had said to Peter and the rest of 
the apostles, “Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?” Mark that 
they had not asked simply what 
to do in order to be saved. They 
wanted to be saved, truly; but 
they wanted more than that. They 
wanted to do everything that they 
ought to do. Doubtless’ they 
wanted the kind of Christianity— 
the power and joy and fruitful 
testimony—which the hundred 
and twenty who were filled with 
the Holy Spirit that day had mani- 
fested before them. They wanted 
to be saved and to be filled with 
the Holy Spirit. So Peter told 
them what to do to be saved and 
then what to do to have the full- 


ness of the Holy Spirit, too. 

We will discuss this Scripture 
at another place and show that 
the repentance was for salvation 
and that the baptism symbolized 
the obedience of heart which one 
needs to have to be filled with the 
Holy Spirit. But just now note 
the last of verse 38 and all of 
verse 39: “And ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. For 
the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call.” 


We know that the term, “the 
gift of the Holy Ghost,” refers to 
the fullness of the Spirit, the en- 
duement with power from on high, 
which the one hundred and twen- 
ty, after waiting in the upper 
room, received at Pentecost. In 
Acts 10:44-47 the same term is 
used about the coming of the Holy 
Spirit in power upon Cornelius and 
his household, “ . on the Gen- 
tiles also was poured out the gift 
of the Holy Ghost” (Acts 10:45). 
Then Peter said that these Gen- 
tiles “have received the Holy 
Ghost as well as we” (Acts 10:47). 
Then in Acts 11:15-17 Peter plain- 
ly says that he was referring to 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
says that God gave Cornelius and 
his household “the like gift as he 
did unto us...” (Acts 11:17). So 
“the gift of the Holy Ghost” re- 
fers to the same fullness of the 
Holy Spirit as came upon the 
waiting disciples at Pentecost. 


“For the promise” of the gift 
of the Holy Ghost, Peter said, “is 
unto you, and to your children, 
and to all that are afar off, even 
as many as the Lord our God 
Shall call.” Peter said that every 
man who was ever convicted of 
his sins and ever called of God to 
be saved, was promised that he 
could be saved, and also promised 
that he could have the fullness of 
the Spirit, or the gift of the Holy 
Ghost! The gift of the Holy 
Ghost in soul-winning power was 
for those Jews who heard Peter 
preach. It was for their children. 
It is also for all that were afar 
off, even as many as God shall 
ever call to be saved! 


II. Examples in the New Tes- 
tament Show That the Full- 
ness of the Holy Spirit Is 
Intended for Every 
Christian 

Let us look at the crowd who 
were filled with the Holy Spirit 
at Pentecost. It is a very enlight- 
ening study. Here were the 
eleven apostles. Judas had killed 
himself. But Matthias had been 
elected with the eleven and was 
doubtless here waiting in the up- 
per room before Pentecost. But 
Acts 1:13 names the eleven origi- 
nal apostles. Then the following 
verse says: “These all continued 
with one accord in prayer and 
supplication, with the women, and 
Mary the mother of Jesus, and 
with his brethren.” That is the 
crowd that began the prayer meet- 
ing which ended in the fullness 
of the Holy Spirit at Pentecost. 
There were about a hundred and 
twenty, the next verse tells us. 
In this hundred and twenty there 
were preachers and laymen, men 
and women, Christian leaders and 
unlettered people whose names 
are never told! And that indi- 
cates that preacher and laymen 
alike need the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit. That indicates that men 
and women alike need the fullness 
of God, the enduement of power 
for testimony. 


It is important to notice, too, 
that it was a voluntary company. 
The command of the Lord Jesus 
to tarry in Jerusalem until they 
should be endued with power 
from on high seems to have been 
given primarily to the apostles. 
Acts 1:1-5 tells us that it was 
“unto the apostles whom he had 
chosen” that He gave certain com- 
mandments, and it was these 
same apostles, no doubt, who re- 
ceived the special injunction that 
they should wait at Jerusalem to 
be endued with power from on 
high. But it is quite clear that 
both the promise and the com- 
mand were intended for all the 
Christians, for a hundred and 
twenty altogether gathered and 
waited at Jerusalem, and all of 
these were filled with the Holy 
Spirit. 

“When the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were ALL 
with one accord in one place.” 
Who were the ‘all’ at Pentecost” 
Again in Acts 2:4 we are told 
“And they were ALL filled with 


the Holy Ghost.” And the ‘all’ 
included the witnessing, too, in 
the sixteen different nationalities. 
Spirit-filled witnessing by every 
Christian who was willing to tar- 
ry at Jerusalem and wait on God 
until he was filled with the Holy 
Spirit! It was a voluntary mat- 
ter. Those Christians who were 
willing to be filled with the Spirit 
and willing to meet God’s re- 
quirements waited and pleaded 
with God in prayer and supplica- 
tion and received the same bless- 
ing, the same fullness, the same 
power as the apostles received! 


In Acts 4:23-35 we find that the 
whole company of believers at 
Jerusalem were filled with the 
Holy Spirit again. There were 
multitudes of them. In fact, 
verse 32 says, “And the multitude 
of them that believed were of one 
heart and of one soul.” Every- 
body who desired had a part in 
that prayer meeting. Everybody 
who stayed in that prayer meet- 
ing was filled with the Holy 
Spirit. And that seems to have 
included the whole “multitude of 
them that believed.” 


The implication of the New 
Testament example is that whole 
churches ought to be filled with 
the Holy Spirit, that every Chris- 
tian ought to be filled with the 
Holy Spirit, and that everyone 
who cares enough to seek God’s 
face and meet God’s conditions 
may have the fullness of the Spirit 
as they did. 

What a list is given of those 
who were filled with the Holy 
Spirit in the Bible! Apostles and 
elders and deacons, ‘servants and 
handmaidens,’ Zacharias and 
Elisabeth and John the Baptist 
and Jesus and the twelve apostles 
and the whole company at Pente- 
cost, and Barnabas and Mary the 
mother of Jesus and the women, 
and Christ’s blood half brothers— 
all these were filled with the Holy 
Spirit. 

Acts 13:52 tells of the church 
at Antioch of Pisidia where Paul 
and Barnabas preached the Gos- 
pel and won many souls. “And 
the disciples were filled with joy, 
and with the Holy Ghost.” How 
many were filled with the Holy 


Ghost? The answer is, “the dis- 
ciples.” We can only infer that 
the whole body of Christians, 


these new converts at Antioch of 
Pisidia, were “filled with joy, and 
with the Holy Ghost.” 


The New Testament example 
everywhere indicates that it is 
the privilege and duty of every 
Christian to be filled with the 


Holy Spirit. 


lil. The Indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit in Every Chris- 
tian Makes It Logical and 
Proper That He Should 
Fill Every Christian 
and Endue Every 
Christian With 
Soul-Winning 
Power 

The Holy Spirit abides in the 
body of every Christian. First 
Corinthians 6:19, 20 says, 

“What? Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
oun? For ye are bought with a 
price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and wm your spirit, 
which are God’s.” 

The Holy Spirit makes His 
home in the body of every Chris- 
tian. It is the Holy Spirit who 
has regenerated every penitent 
sinner. And then He has stayed 
in bodies, always, and made them 
His temple, as home. 

But if every Christian has the 
Holy Spirit, why not let Him fill 
us and master us and control us? 
It is unreasonable for any Chris- 
tian not to make way perfectly 
and completely to the blessed Holy 
Spirit who dwells within him. 

I have heard people pray, “O 
Holy Spirit, come and dwell within 
us!” But that prayer is out of 
place, for the Holy Spirit already 
dwells in the body of every 
Christian. 

Thank God, we are not orphans! 
Thank God, we are not left in this 
world without anyone to whom 
we may turn for power and wis- 
dom and everything else that we 
need! The Holy Spirit lives in my 
body. He loves me! He is at 
hand to be a comforter and a 
teacher. He is to help me under- 
stand the Word of God, to help 
me remember and bring to my 
mind the words that Jesus said. 
He is to pray with me and for 
me with groanings that cannot be 


uttered. He is to grow in me the 
Christian graces. 

Oh, then why should He not 
also give me the power to witness 
for Christ? If He lives within me 
and if my body is His house, then 
why should He not fill His own 
house and take perfect control 
of His own body? 

Thus it turns out that the Scrip- 
tures which speak of the indwell- 
ing of the Holy Spirit imply, 
necessarily, that He wants to 
fill the body where He dwells and 
take complete possession of the 
body that belongs to Him. 

Consider John 7:37-39: 

“In the last day, that great day 
of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, 
saying, If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me, and drink. He that 
believeth on me,-as the scripture 
hath said, out of his belly shail 
flow rivers of living water. (But 
this spake he of the Spirit, which 
they that believe on him should 
receiwe: for the Holy Ghost was 
not yet given; because that Jesus 
was not yet glorified.)” 

I think it is quite clear that the 
Lord Jesus here is promising the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit in 
every believer. The Holy Spirit 


will make His headquarters in the 
body of a Christian. “He that be- 


lieveth on me, as the scripture 
hath said, out of his belly shall 
flow rivers of living water.” And 
we are plainly tokl that He is 
speaking of the Holy Ghost. But

them of coming judgment. A 
policeman may love the wrong- 
doer when he arrests him, and 
the judge may love the criminal 
when he _ sentences him, Love 
must be without hypocrisy and 
pretense. For anybody to pretend 
that it is love when he puts yp 
with sin and does not condemn it 
and does not punish evil and does 
not want sin punished, then that 
is love with dissimulation. The 
right kind of love is to abhor that 
which is evil and cleave to that 
which is good. So the preacher 
who loves God the most and loves 
people the most will be the plain- 
est in his preaching. But a Chris- 
tian ought never to act from 
malice or hate of people. 


2. The Weak “in the Faith” 
Should Be Received But Not 
to Doubtful Disputation 


In. Romans: 14:1 we are com- 
manded, “Him that is weak in 
the faith receive ye, but not to 
doubtful disputations.” That 
means that I am to receive those 
who are in the faith, but who are 
not necessarily grown up and 
strong in the faith. It does not 
mean I am to receive a man as a 
Christian who is not a Christian, 
who does not believe the Bible, 
who has not been converted, who 
does not believe Jesus Christ is 
all He claimed to be, the virgin- 
born Son of God. But those who 
“are in the faith,” that is, who are 
real Christians, we ought to re- 
ceive even if they are weak. I 
ought to count such a man a 
brother, even if he talks in 
tongues or if he believes in fall- 
ing from grace, or if he does not 
know what the Bible teaches 
about Christ’s Second Coming. 


However, there is a Bible limi- 
tation here. “Him that is weak in 
the faith receive ye, but not to 
doubtful disputations.” I should 
not keep company with one who 
makes a great division and strife 
over some lesser matter. A born- 
again Christian who believes in 
sprinkling is my brother and I 
can have fellowship with him as 
long as he does not make division 
and strife over sprinkling or other 
lesser matters. A man may not 
understand the Bible’ teaching 
that the preacher of God must 
condemn sin and rebuke unbelief, 
but if he does not make division 
and strife in his ignorance, then 
‘T will count him a Christian broth-

3. But We Are Not to Fellow- 
ship With Those Who Deny 
the Bible Doctrine About 
Christ 

There is a clear Bible rule in 
II John, verses 7-11, which says: 
“For many deceivers are entered 
into the world, who confess not 
that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh. This is a deceiver and an 
antichrist. Look to yourselves, 
that we lose not those things 
which we have wrought, but that 
we receive a full reward. Whoso- 
ever transgresseth, and abideth 
not in the doctrine of Christ, hath 
not God. He that abideth in the 
doctrine of Christ, he hath both 
the Father and the Son. If there 
come any unto you, and bring not 
this doctrine, receive him not into 
your house, neither bid him God 
speed: For he that biddeth him 
God speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.” 

So one might differ on other 
doctrines and be a Christian, but 
he cannot be far wrong on the 
doctrine about the person of Je- 
sus Christ, His deity, His virgin 
birth, His bodily resurrection, His 
blood atonement—a man cannot 
deny these truths-and-be a Chris- 
tian. One can be wrong on bap- 
tism and be a Christian, but he 
cannot be wrong on “the doctrine 
of Christ.” That is what the Bi- 
ble teaches about Christ. 


And on this matter a_ good 
Christian has to obey the Scrip- 
ture. He is simply to know that 
such a man “hath not God,” is not 


saved. And such a man we are 
not to have in fellowship, not to 
receive him in our houses or pul- 
pit, not to bid him Godspeed. If 
such a man teaches in a Baptist 
school, we are not to give any 
money to that school, If such a 
man preaches in the pulpit, we 


are not to go to hear him and en- 
dorse him. A Christian is clearly 
forbidden to yoke up with or to 
offer Christian recognition to a 
man who is wrong on the essen- 
tial doctrine of who Jesus Christ 


is, His virgin birth, His blood 
atonement, His bodily resurrec- 
tion, etc. 


We are not left to choose for 
ourselves whether we have fellow- 
ship with such people or not. 

Second Corinthians 6:14-18 
commands us: “Be ye not un- 
equally yoked together with un- 
believers: for what fellowship 
hath righteousness with unright- 
eousness? and what communion 
hath light with darkness? And 
what concord hath Christ with 
Belial? or what part hath he that 
believeth with an infidel? And 
what agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols? for ye are the 
temple of the living God; as God 
hath said, I will dwell in them, 
and walk in them; and I will be 
their God, and they shall be my 
people. Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean thing; and I will receive 
you, And will be a Father unto 
you, and ye shal] be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord AlI- 
mighty.” 

So brotherly love is no excuse 
for running with people who are 
not saved, supporting people 
through a church who do not be- 
lieve the Bible and who have not 
been converted, etc. 


Usually Those in False Cults 
Are Not Saved 


You say, “Brother Rice, I can’t 
believe that other Christians who 
are true to their faith and beliefs, 
whether they are Catholic, Mor- 
mons, Jehovah’s Witnesses, Meth- 
odists, Churches of Christ, Episco- 
palians, Presbyterians, Baptists, 
or any other, as far as they are 
in the will of the Lord, that they 
are going to miss Heaven... .” 
But here, dear friend, you show 
that you are mixed up and unin- 
formed. You indicate that God re- 
veals to one man he is to be a 
Catholic and pray to Mary, depend 
on the priest for forgiveness; you 
indicate that another man is to 
go by the Book of Mormon in- 
stead of the Bible and that he is 
to depend upon baptism and the 
laying on of hands of elders of the 
Mormon church to get him to 
Heaven. You indicate that God 
led Jehovah’s Witnesses to deny 
the actual deity of Jesus. You feel 
that Churches of Christ, people 
who teach baptismal regeneration 
and do not teach being born again 
by faith in Christ, are Christians 


just like anybody else. 

Now I know that some indi- 
viduals in all these groups have 
been converted, but they are not 
converted by those doctrines 
which are wrong. It is obvious to 
one who has had contact with 
thousands of Catholics that most 
of them know nothing in the 
world about salvation. They have 
never personally trusted Christ. 
They are depending on the church, 
the priest, and on Mary, and have 
not personally taken Christ as 
Saviour. And so I have seen the 
same thing with Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses and Mormons. There are 
multitudes of them who never 
heard of being born again, and 
know ngthing about personally 
trusting Christ for a new heart. 

Now the Simple truth is that 
one who does not take Jesus as 
his only Saviour and rely on Him 
simply is not saved; so the Bible 


teaches. And I would sin if I 
should call people saved who 
openly admit they have not 
been converted, born again, 
admit they are not  depend- 
ing on Jesus Christ to save 


them. You seem to feel there is no 
difference between any heathen 
religion and the historic Christian 
faith, but you are certainly mis- 
taken. You think that just so a 
person is sincere he is saved, but 
that is certainly not true accord- 
ing to the Bible. Those who de- 
pend on Jesus Christ for for- 
giveness are saved. Those who do 
not know that Jesus is the Sav- 
iour and do not trust Him to save 
simply are not saved. And accord- 
ing to plain statements in the Bi- 
ble, one who does not believe that 
Jesus Christ is God has not trust- 
ed Him and is not saved. 


4, Preachers and Christians 
Must Take Sides Against 
Sin 

There is another Bible rule 
which Christians ought to observe 
in matters of fellowship with oth- 
ers. That is, those who take any 
place of leadership for Christ 
ought to condemn sin. God com- 
manded in Isaiah 58:1, “Cry aloud, 
spare not, lift up thy voice like 
a trumpet, and shew my people 
their transgression, and the house 
of Jacob their sins.” The preacher, 
the prophet, is to condemn the 
sins of God’s people and do it 
openly. That does not mean lack 
of love: it does not mean ill will 
and trying to get even. It means 
that we should help people do 
right. Paul commanded Timothy, 
“Them that sin rebuke before all, 
that others also may fear” (1 Tim. 
5:20). And then in his farewell 
message Paul commanded, 
“Preach the word; be instant in 
season, out of season; reprove, re- 
buke, exhort with all longsuffer- 
ing and doctrine.” The preacher 
who does not “reprove, rebuke, 
and exhort with longsuffering and 
doctrine” does not obey the Bible. 


In many cases an individual’s 
mistake or sin is not leading oth- 
ers astray, and can be talked over 
with the Christain and he may be 
helped privately. And in other 
cases, when the sin leads many 
others wrong and is a public sin, 
it must sometimes be rebuked 
openly. That is the way Paul was 
led to rebuke Peter in Galatians 
2:11-14. Barnabas and others were 
being led away by Peter’s hypocri- 
sy, refusing to eat and have fel- 
lowship with the Gentile Chris- 
tians. So Paul says, “But when 
Peter was come to Antioch, I 
withstood him to the face, because 
he was to be blamed.” The man 
who stands up against false doc- 
trine or against yoking up with 
unbelievers or against outright 
scandalous worldliness is doing 
what God has commanded him to 
do. To have peace at the expense 
of morality, to have peace at the 
expense of truth is never proper. 


That means that the man of 
God who is true to Christ will 
not always have everybody for 
him, He will suffer some perse- 
cution; That is why Jesus said, 
“Blessed are ye, when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall 
separate you from their company, 
and shall reproach you, and cast 
out your name as evil, for the Son 
of man’s sake. Rejoice ye in that 
day, and leap for joy: for, be- 
hold, your reward is great in heav- 
en: for in the like manner did 
their fathers unto the prophets” 
(Luke 6:22, 23).

Again let me say that it seems 
clear that Jesus is speaking about 
the indwelling of the Holy Spirit. 
The disciples received the Holy 
Spirit. And yet Jesus commanded 
them that they were still to tarry 
in Jerusalem to be endued with 
power from on high. We are not 
to infer that here, the day Jesus 
rose from the dead, the disciples 
received the fullness of power. 
Why should they wait and tarry 
to be endued with power from on 
high if already they had been 
endued with the power that they 
sought? No, but they did receive 
the Holy Spirit to live in their 
bodies. It is the indwelling of the 
‘Holy Spirit which the disciples 
here received. 

But that Scripture certainly 
implies that they should receive 
the fullness of the Holy Spirit in 
power. Jesus said to them, “As my 
Father hath sent me, even so send 
I you.” In that simple promise 
and command Jesus surely refers 
to the power for witnessing, the 
power for soul winning. As Jesus 
was sent by the Father from 
Heaven, so~these disciples were 
sent forth by Jesus. As Jesus was 
*9 do all His ministry in the power 
of the Holy Spirit, so these dis- 
ciples could do the work assigned 
to them only’ by the miracle- 
working power of the Holy Spirit. 
Jesus was commissioning them to 
do wonders which could be done 
only with supernatural power! 


So when Jesus said, “Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost,” He certainly 
meant that they then and there 
received the Holy Spirit to live 
in their bodies. But he also cer- 
tainly commanded them to wait 
on God in the future until they 
should receive Him in fullness and 
mighty power for witnessing.

It is important to 
this commission is 
simply nor only to the twelve 
apostles. “All power [authority] 
is given unto me in heaven and 
in earth.” Is not the authority 
of Jesus over every Christian as 
absolute as His authority over the 
twelve apostles? 


And the command is given to 
“teach all nations” or make dis- 
ciples in all nations. The twelve 
apostles could not cover the whole 
world. 


And Jesus promised, “Lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the 
end of the world.” The end of the 
world, the consummation of this 
age, has not come even yet, after 
more than nineteen hundred years. 
Not a one of the original apostles 
was left alive after the first 
century. So the promise of the 
Lord Jesus would be incompre- 
hensible and meaningless if He 
did not include the rest of us in 
the Great Commission. Now, if 
you read carefully what the dis- 
ciples were to do, you will see that 
the Great Commission was for 
every Christian. 

1. The disciples were to make 
disciples in all nations. That 
means they were to get people 
saved. 

2. The apostles and others, then, 
were to baptize these new con- 
verts as a mark of their utter 
surrender to the will of God, 
counting the old life dead and 
buried and announcing a new life 
in Christ, according to His will. 
Every new convert was to be 
baptized. 

3. Then the apostles and others 
were to teach the new converts 
“to observe all things whatsoever” 
Jesus had commanded the apos- 
tles! That is, every new convert

Any Christian who would make 
Heaven happy must win souls. Any 
Christian who would shine in 
Heaven must win souls. Any 
Christian who follows Jesus will 
be a fisher of men. Any Christian 
who really abides in Christ will 
bring forth much fruit, that is, 
will win many precious souls. Any 
Christian who obeys the Great 
Commission will set out to get 
people saved. 


But to win souls—how shall we 
do it! Sometimes people say to me, 
“Tt is so hard to win souls these 
days!” These days? It always 
was hard to win souls. These 
alibis, that the days are getting 
too hard for God, that this gen- 
eration is harder to reach than 
other generations, are really very 
foolish. It is not only hard to 
win souls, it is impossible—unless 
one has the mighty power of God! 


It takes just one thing to be a 
soul winner and that is the special 
enduement of power from God, the 
power John the Baptist had, the 
power Peter and other disciples 
had at Pentecost, the power that 
Barnabas had, who was “a good 
man, and full of the Holy Ghost 
and of faith: and much people 
was added unto the Lord” (Acts 
11:24). It takes just what D. L. 
Moody had, a special enduement 
of power from God. Charles G. 
Finney had the same power, and 
R. A. Torrey, and Billy Sunday. 
Oh, friends, to win souls without 
help from Heaven is impossible. 

Can you imagine how Simon 
Peter and the other disciples faced 
that crowd at Pentecost? Re- 
member, they faced the murderers 
of the Lord Jesus! Remember, all 
these hearers had heard Jesus 
Christ Himself and had hated Him 
and rejected Him! -And to a 
gospel-hardened generation of 
wicked, self-righteous, hypocritical 
people, murderers of the Lord 
Jesus, Peter preached in boldness 
and they were cut to the heart.

In Mark 12 we read the moving story which Jesus told about a 
man who planted a vineyard, and went to a far country. When he sent 
a servant to receive the fruit of the vineyard, the husbandmen “caught 
him, and beat him, and sent him away empty.” And so they treated 
servant after servant sent by the Master. 

Then “Having yet therefore one son, his well beloved, he sent him 


also last unto them, saying, They will reverence my son. 


.. And they 


took him, and killed him, and cast him out of the vineyard.” After 
Jesus told this story, they sought to kill Him, for they knew He had 


meant Himself. Jesus was the culmination,

V. The Word of God Clearly 
Commands Christians to Be 
Filled With the Spirit 

I have already shown that the 
Bible promises the fullness of the 
Spirit to all. I have shown that the 
New Testament example indicates 
God intended whole churches, 
Christians of every kind—preach- 
ers, deacons, laymen, men, women 
all alike—to be filled with the 
Holy Spirit. I have shown that the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit 
necessarily makes it logical that 
one who has the Holy Spirit 
should have His fullness. And I 
have shown that the soul-winning 
task is commanded for every 
Christian and that it is impossible 
without an enduement of power 
from Heaven. Now I am ready 
to give the plain command of 
God that each Christian is to be 
filled with the Holy Spirit. 

Ephesians 5:18 gives this plain 
command of God: 

“Be not drunk with wine, 
wherem is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit.” 

“BE FILLED WITH THE 
SPIRIT,” God’s Word cofmmands 
us, 
The book of Ephesians was ad- 
dressed to the saints of the city 
of Ephesus, but also to us. The 
first verse in the book says, “Paul, 
an epostie of Jesus Christ by the 
will of God, to the saints which 
are at Ephesus, and to the faith- 
ful in Christ Jesus.” To all the 
faithful in Christ Jesus the book 
of Ephesians is written. And to 
all who would be faithful in 
Christ Jesus is the plain command 
given, “Be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit.” 

It is a sin for a Christian to 
get drunk. Some Christians have. 
Some Christians, with the old hab- 
it still pulling, have weakened and 
fallen into the temptation of Satan 
and have gotten drunk. I have 
known of such cases, and they 
always brought disgrace on the 
cause of Christ. They always broke 
people’s hearts. 

I remember being called across 
Dallas to a little home where a 
streetcar conductor, who was a 
member of the church of which I 
was pastor, sat with his head in 
his hands and sobbed. His wife 
berated him indignantly, accused 
him that he did not love her and 
his two sons, accused him that he 
surely was never a Christian or he 
would not have committed such a 
sin. It was a tragic scene. The 
man gave evidence that he really 
loved God, that he wanted to do 
right, and that he had succumbed 
to a very common temptation. 
He had a glass of beer to cele- 
brate the success of a friend and 
was led to drink more and more 
until his pay for the week was 
gone. He should never have taken 
the first glass of beer, of course. 
I am just showing that for a 
Christian to get drunk brings 
heartache and trouble. It is a ter- 
rible sin. 

How strange that the Lord 
should put in the same verse these 
two commands, “Be not drunk 
with wine” and, “Be filled with 
the Spirit.”

“Go in this thy 
might,” said God, “and thou shait 
save Israel from the hand of the 
* Midianites. Have not I sent thee?” 
And so Gideon put on the strength 
of God by faith, and a little late: 
we find this striking expression 
regarding him: “The Spirit of the 
Lord clothed himself with Gideon’”’ 
(Judges 6:34), and henceforth the 
feeble coward was the mighty 
man of valor. 

2. We see this illustrated in 
Gideon’s company. At his sum- 
mons thirty-two thousand men 
gathered from Israel to fight the 
battle of freedom. But God told 
him that he could rot use so 
many. And so the sifting process 
began. Reduction is not always 
loss. When that diamond is cut 
back from six hundred carats to 
less than one hundred, its value 
is multiplied ten times over, and 
every new facet cut in its form 
adds to its glorious lustre. And so 
when God would strengthen His 
work He often reduces its appar- 
ent proportions. First, He allowed 
them to sift themselves as He still 
often does with us. Gideon was 
ordered to tell all the timid ones 
that they might go home, and 
soon twenty-two thousand men 
were marching back. In like man- 
ner, still, God often frightens 
away from a work the people that 
are in the way. He makes the re- 
proach so heavy and the sacrifices 
so great that they cannot stand 
it, and they leave to find some- 
thing easier and more honorable. 


But there are still too many. It 
is necessary that they be sifted 
drink from the 
brook all those are set aside who 
drink with weariness and caution, 
dipping up the water like a dog 
from hand to mouth and watch- 
ing meanwhile against surprise, 
while the rest, who go down upon 
their knees and drink with reck- 
less abandon as though there were 
no danger and no foe to watch, 
are sent away. These men will not 
do for the Lord’s work. He wants 
hearts that are alert, minds that 
are wide awake, and soldiers that 
He can depend upon. Let us not 
think that faith means dullness. 
God does not need a great many 
men, but He must have the right 
kind. So Gideon’s three hundred 
are all that are left, but these 
are enough, and with this little 
host Midian’s myriads are hurled 
back in disaster and destruction. 


3. Again we see this principle il- 
lustrated in Gideon’s conflict and 
victory. The battle must be fought 
by faith as well as the army pre- 
pared. First, Gideon must get his 
token from the Lord and know 
that it will be victory. With a 
Single companion he is sent to 
Midian’s hosts to reconnoitre, and 
as the two listen on the borders of 
the camp, lo! a Midianite has 
awakened from his sleep and is 
telling his comrades the dream he 
has just had of Gideon’s cake of 
barley tumbling into the host of 
Midian. That is enough. It is God’s 
token of coming victory. Gideon 
hastens back to prepare for the 
assault. Surely the weapons of 
that warfare are weapons of faith: 
fragile pitchers, useful only when 


they are shivered into’ broken 
fragments; flaming torches and 
rude trumpets proclaiming the 


name of God and the sword of 
Gideon—tthis is all. 

And these are still weapons of 
our victorious warfare. We, our- 
selves, must become as_ broken 
vessels, and then the light will 
shine through our displacement, 
and the message which we ring 
out will become the power of God 
to the salvation of men and the 
destruction of the enemy. It is 
still as true as ever that the 


greatest hindrance to God’s work- 
ing is dependence on human gen- 
lus, Wealth, influence, and power, 


and that the men whom God is | 


using today are the men who have 
learned to say with Paul, “There- 
fore will I rather glory in my in- 
firmities, that the power of Christ 
may rest upon me.” 

When tens of thousands were 
thronging Mr. Moody’s meetings 
in London, the leading journal of 
England sent an experienced re- 
porter to find out the secret of 
his power. He listened for several 
days and then declared that he 
could see nothing in the manner 
or the matter of the evangelist’s 
addresses to interest such multi- 
tudes of people or to explain this 
movement. When Mr. Moody 
heard of it he laughed quietly and 
said: “Why that is the very secret 
of the movement, that there is 
nothing in it that can explain it 
but the power of God.” It is “not 
by might nor by power, but by 
my Spirit, saith the Lord.” 


II. Barak; or the Present 
Tense of Faith 

3arak had gone forth at the 
call of Deborah, willing to take 
second place to a woman in the 
work of the Lord, and to receive 
from her lips the keynote of his 
victory. Very finely does she give 
it in Judges 4:14. Her name signi- 
fies a bee, and there is a whole- 
some sharpness in her words that 
might well wake him up from his 
languor and delay. “Up’’; she cries, 
“for this is the day in which the 
Lord hath delivered Sisera into 
thine hand: is not the Lord gone 
out before thee?” 

Here we havé the very essence 
of faith. It is stepping out to meet 
a God that has already stepped 
out in front of us. It is not wait- 
ing for something to turn up, or 
hoping for something to happen, 
but it is instant action, accepting 
and not expecting. 


One day I listened to a very 
humble colored man as he told 
the wonderful story of his experi- 
ence and the way God had used 
him, which I knew to be true, and 
then he told us that all this had 
begun by his one day taking liter- 
ally a single verse in the eleventh 
chapter of Mark: “What things 
soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and 
ye shall have them,” or, as he put 
it: “Believe that you take them 
and you’ve got them.” 

Sinner, Christ meets you as He 
met the paralytic at Capernaum 
saying, “Thy sins are forgiven 
thee.” If you believe it this mo- 
ment it is true for you. Discour- 
aged and defeated one, He meets 
thee as He met Gideon, and He 
says: “The Lord is with thee, thou 
mighty man of valor.” If you take 
Him at His word, it becomes a 
living fact in your experience as 
it was in Gideon’s. 

Sinful, struggling soul, He says 
to thee: “Now are ye _ clean 
through the word which I have 
spoken unto you.” If you take it, 
it is true for you and you go forth 
cleansed through His_ precious 
blood. Sick one, this is the secret 
of your -healing. “The prayer of 
faith shall save the sick, and the 
Lord shall raise him up.” And this 
is the prayer of faith: “Believe 
that you receive and you have.” 
God is always speaking in the 
present tense. He lives in one 
“eternal now,” and this is where 
faith must also dwell with Him, 
moment by moment taking Him 
for each new deed and having only 
what we take. O ye that are ling- 
ering, leaning, and losing your 
blessing, “Up, for this is the day 
in which the Lord hath delivered 
‘your enemy] into thine hand: is 
not the Lord gone out before 
thee.” 


III. Samson; or the Faith that 

Brings Physical Strength 

If Samson had lived today he 
would have been the leading man 
in all our college clubs, and no 
price would have been too high to 
secure him for the football team, 
and the athletic tournaments that 
so rapidly are turning American 
brains into heels, hands, punch 
bags, and prize fights. But Sam- 
son’s strength was not that of 
material brawn, but a far. more 
subtle and supernatural power. It 
came to him through the touch of 
faith and the Spirit of God. 

Away back in those Old Testa- 
ment times we have three object 
lessons of this kind of strength 
than even a material age can ap-

who has become for us, in His 
resurrection life, the second Head 
of redeemed humanity and the liv- 
ing Source from which we can 
take our perfect life for body and 
for brain. “We are members of 
his body, of his flesh, and his 
bones,” and “the life of Christ is 
made manifest in our mortal 
flesh.” 


But Samson teaches us one les- 
son more; namely, that the super- 
natural life of God in the human 
body is dependent upon our sepa- 
ration from the world and sin. We 
can only retain it while we live 
in His holy will, and we lose it 
whenever we touch the forbidden 
world of evil. There is nothing 
that is so sanctifying as the life 
of Christ in your mortal flesh. 
There is nothing that so holds you 
to a life of separation and dedica- 
tion, If Christ is dwelling in your 
body that body must be used’ as 
His holy temple and for the things 
that Christ Himself would do if 
He were living in your place. This 
then, beloved, is one of the provi- 
dences of faith, to take the Lord 
for supernatural strength, and 
give it back to Him in living sac- 
rifice and loving service. 


[V. Jephthah; or the Faith 
that Keeps Faith with God 
Jephthah was an outcast. He 

He was born under discouraging 
circumstances, repudiated by his 
father’s house, and covered with a 
stigma of reproach from his moth- 
er, for which he was not respon- 
sible. But instead of giving up to 
discouragement, he turned to God 
for help, and God always loves 
to take up the cause of the 
wronged one. 


Is there a soul within reach of 
this message whose life has been 


crushed by some _ misfortune, 
wrong, or hereditary entail for 
which you were not to blame? 


Beloved, Jephthah’s God will be 
your Vindicator and your almighty 
Friend. Nay, even if there has 
been wrong and fault and folly, 
and you are suffering from the 
effects of your own mistake, still 
there is One that will “restore 
the years that the locust hath 
eaten,” and undo the bitter past. 

And so the time came when 
Jephthah’s brethren turned to him 
to lead the forlorn hope of their 
country’s struggle, and with his 
brave freebooters to give them 
back their freedom. Jephthah was 
not slow to respond, and in due 
time his courage was crowned with 
victory. As he prepared for the 
battle he vowed to give to Gad 
the first thing that he should 
meet, and the sequel gave a 
singular opportunity for illustrat- 
ing another of the highest qualities 
of faith. It was his own and only 
daughter that he met leading the 
triumphal dance of Israel’s maid- 
ens in celebration of his victory. 
“Alas, my daughter!” he cried, as 
he rent his clothes, “thou hast 
brought me very low, and thou art 
one of them that trouble me: for 
I have opened my mouth unto the 
Lord, and I cannot go back.” 

We do not believe that this 

sacrifice meant the literal im- 
molation of his child on an altar 
of blood, but rather the dedication 
of her life in perpetual virginity 
to the service of God. This is con- 
firmed by the later references 
(Judg. 11:37, 40). What all this 
meant to Jephthah and his daugh- 
ter can only be understood by 
one who realizes all that posterity 
meant to an Israelite, especially 
to a ruler like Jephthah, who 
longed for an heir, and more es- 
pecially to every Hebrew woman, 
who-felt herself the possible moth- 
er of the coming Messiah. 
But Jephthah was true to his 
pledge. Not for a moment did he 
faltér in his purpose of obedience, 
and so he stands to latest ages a 
type of the man who not only can 
count upon God, but a man upon 
whom God can depend. 

Beloved, if you expect God to 
keep faith with you," how can you 
forget that God expects as much 
of you? ‘Therefore, faith and 
obedience’ go hand in hand. Oh, 
to live so that God can say of us 
as He said of Abraham, “I know 
him,” I can depend upon him, I 
can fulfill to him all that I have 
promised. 


V. David; or the Faith that 
Can Wait God’s Time and Still 
Claim God’s Promise 

David was anointed king over 
Israel years before he ever sat 
upon his throne. Indeed the very 
first result of his anointing was a 


long period of persecution, trial, 
and the apparent defeat and de- 
fiance of all that God had given. 
For nine years he wandered a 
refugee in the mountains of Judah, 
hunted for his: life by the hate 
of Saul; and still through it all, 
he counted himself God’s anointed 
king and held himself with the 
lofty dignity of an heir of promise. 
So faith on our part can dis- 
count the future, and while the 
promise seems to tarry, still hear 
His voice whispering: ““Though it 
tarry, wait for it; because it will 
surely’ come, it will not tarry.” 


Next we see the faith of David 
strengthening his hands for battle 
and girding him with power in 
the conflict with his foes. Speak- 
ing of this in the Psalms he says, 
“It is God that girdeth me with 
strength.” “He teacheth my hands 
to war; so that a bow of steel 
is broken by mine arms.” It was 
faith that fought the battle with 
Goliath. It was faith that went 
into every conflict asking God, 
“Shall I go up against them? Wilt 
Thou deliver them into my hand?” 
It was faith that took the victory 
before the battle began and gave 
God the glory. So still we fight 
the good fight of faith, and like 
David may exercise the faith by 
which God’s heroes “out of weak- 
ness were made strong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight 
the armies of the aliens.” 

But the last, and perhaps the 
highest exercise of David's faith 
was in the dark hour of its eclipse, 
when through subtle temptation 
he sank into his double crimeand 
fell under the judgment of his 
God. That is the darkest hour in 
the history of a soul, and only 
faith can save it from utter des- 
pair. It was then that David's 
faith reached up from the depths 
and the darkness until it found 
God and put on record its simple 
and sublime confidence in that 
tender penitential Psalm, in which 
deeply conscious of His guilt and 


sin he still could cry in his con- 
fidence in the power of divine 
grace: “‘Wash me, and I shall be 


whiter than snow.’”’ To believe that 
70d could thus save him from the 
uttermost to the uttermost was 
indeed a faith that reaches down 
to the deepest experiences of New 
Testament times. 


VI. Samuel and the Prophets; 
or the Faith that Hearkens 
and Then Speaks for God 

It was Samuel who began his 
life of faith by the simple re- 
sponse: “Speak Lord, for thy ser- 
vant heareth.” This is the first 
attitude for all who would be 
messengers and voices for God, 
They must first hearken and be 
good listeners before they learn 
to speak. The true watchword 
of every effectual witness for God 
must ever be: “The Lord God 
hath given me the tongue of the 
learned, that I should know how 
to speak a word in season to him 
that is weary: he wakeneth 
morning by morning, he wakeneth 
mine ear to hear as the learned.” 

And having learned to hear, 
Samuel next was as faithful in

repeating the message and giving 
forth the word of God. Therefore 
he became the prophet of the Lord 
and the founder of the school of 
the prophets which remained 
through all succeeding times the 
truest body of men among all the 
classes of ancient Israel. When 
kings and priests and princes 
failed, still the prophets were true 
to God. 


The prophetic office has been 
continued in the New Testament 
Church. It does not consist merely 
of men who can foretell future 
events, but is thus defined: “He 
that prophesieth unto men to 
edification, and exhortation, and 
comfort” (I Cor. 14:3). He, then, 
who speaks to men to edification, 
exhortation, and comfort is a true 
prophet of the Lord. God wants 
men in this and every age who > 
can thus represent Him, who can 
catch the message from above and 
echo it out around the world. 

But our words are weak and 
vain unless we get them first 
from God. Our messages must be 
burned into our souls. Our texts 
must take us before we take them, 
Our preaching must be the giving 
out of our very life. We must get 
the Word at His mouth and warn 
them from Him. Then the least 
message that we speak by the 
wayside, in the inquiry room, in 
the hospital, in the prison, or from 
the pulpit will be a_ prophetic 
word. It will go just as far as the 
height from which it comes. God 
will go with it and it will “not 
return unto him void, but will ac- 
complish that. which he please, 
and will prosper in the thing 
whereunto he hath sent it.” 

A man may speak ever so elo- 
quently; he may prepare his ad- 
dress with scholarship and rhetoric 
and polished sentences; he may 
give it with the most impressive 
elocution; and yet it may be the 
voice not of a prophet, but of a 
parrot. He is simply repeating 
something that he has heard from 
man. It is the message of God 
the world wants, and it is the 
men of God that must give it. 

Oh, for the faith that knows 
how to get from Him His word for 
the age in which we live, His mes- 
sage to the men of today, and give 
it to all the world.
